CRITICS vs. REVIEWERS 


The following article, which we felt would 
would be of interest to our audiences, is re- 
printed with the kind permission of its author, 
John Ackerman, Sunday editor of the New 
Bedford Standard-Times, and the Ottaway 
Newspapers, Inc. It first appeared in the 
September issue of the Ottaway News Extra, 
the house organ of the Ottaway Newspapers, 
Inc. Both the New Bedford Standard-Times 
and the Cape Cod Standard-Times are members 
of the Ottaway chain. 


Drama critics vs. theater reporters: ‘Finding 
reviewers is no problem,” says John Ackerman, 
Sunday editor of the New Bedford Standard- 
Times. ‘But impressing staffers with the dis- 
tinction between a drama critic and a theater 
reporter can be difficult.” 


Here’s Ackerman’s Law: 
A drama critic is one who assesses 
a new play in terms of its enduring 
values, its esthetic and dramatic 
strengths and weaknesses, its appeal 
to audiences and its chances’ for 
survival. 


A theater .reporter is one who 
assesses the old plays and musicals 
which make up summer theater fare 
on the basis of whether the production 
does or does not offer theater-goers 
their money’s worth in terms of an 
evening’s enjoyment and entertainment. 


The Standard-Times has one true drama critic, 
Prof. Earl J. Dias of the Department of English 
at Southeastern Massachusetts University. He 
is the author of dozens of teen farces produced 
every year in high schools across the country. 


An expert on theater (who teaches that and 
kindred subjects), he reviews pre-Broadway 
tryouts on Cape Cod for Variety as well as 
for The Standard-Times. His estimates of a 
new play’s chances for Broadway success are, 
consistently, 90 per cent accurate. 


Apart from Prof. Dias, The Standard-Times 
has theater reporters. As reporters, they saw 
this summer such re-runs as ‘Private Lives,” 
“Born Yesterday,” ‘No, No, Nanette,” ‘’God- 
spell,” “Life With Father,” and ‘Arsenic and 


Old Lace.” The quality and endurance of such 
productions is a known quantity; so are their 
plots and story lines. 


More ‘Ackerman’ guidelines and a_e few 
warnings: 


Theater reporters must tell readers if the 
particular re-run they’re reviewing is worth 
the money. Is it well acted, well-staged, 
genuinely comic or genuinely baffling, well- 
sung? If the show is, the theater reporter is 
expected to say so. If not, he is expected to 
give readers ample warning. 


Some hazards of reviewing may be worth 
consideration by those who assign reviewers: 


1. The reviewer who gets bored and walks 
out after the first act. This is an_in- 
excusable breach of professional ethics; 
more, it ignores the fact that first acts, 
because they must be expository, tend to 
be slower-paced than succeeding acts. 

2. The reviewer who sees a review as an 
opportunity to impress readers with his 
own erudition and opinions. Readers want 
to hear about the play, not the reviewer. 


3. The reviewer who feels he (or she) is 
falling down on the job unless he criti- 
cizes the show. Criticism for the sake of 
criticism is no more excusakle than un- 
earned praise. A compulsive urge to 
criticize can lead to nitpicking, to over- 
emphasis on minor flaws and the com- 
plete ignoring of the fact the show, over- 
all, is genuinely entertaining. 

4. The reviewer, seeing a re-run, who feels 
called upon to summarize the plot in 
detail. (With Gilbert and Sullivan, in 
particular, this sort of effort can lead to 
utter disaster). 


5. The reviewer, usually fresh from a senior 
English seminar, who damns summer play- 
houses for offering comedies, mysteries 
and musicals while shunning Shakespeare 
and avoiding the avant-garde. Major 
playhouses must, for economic reasons, 
cater to vacationers who seek entertain- 
ment, not thought (although some Cape 
theaters do offer occasional serious plays).

WHO'S WHO IN THE CAST 





JOHN ASTIN (Henry) received an 
Academy Award Nomination for his 
first writing, directing and producing 
effort, and his career has become 
multi-faceted, although he _ is. still 
principally known as an actor. His 
Oscar nomination was for “Prelude,” 
a tragi-comic featurette about lone- 
liness and the breakdown in com- 
munications between people. De- 
scribed by critics as ‘The best short 
film in years,” “Prelude” paved the 


way for numerous writing and di- 
recting situations for Mr. Astin. In 
1973 he and his wife, Anna Marie, 
(Patty Duke Astin) organized their 
own production company, Banjo 
Films, Ltd. After a stage career of 
more than 3000 performances and 
leading roles in two television series, 
John Astin became a motion picture 
star when he was awarded above- 
the-title billing with Peter Ustinov in 
“Viva Max,” following his critically 
acclaimed performances as Daddy 
and Uncle Jack in “Candy” with 
Marlon Brando and Richard Burton. 
Prior to that he had’ been well re- 
ceived in featured roles in films like 
“That Touch Of Mink,” “The Wheeler- 
Dealers” and “West Side Story,” but 
was probably best known for his 
affectionate portrayal of Gomez Ad- 
dams in the TV series “The Addams 
Family.” Since “Viva Max,” he has 
played leading roles in “The Brothers
